You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Loudon,  N.H. 
on  Tuesday,  the  eleventh  day  of  March,  next  at  8:00  of  the  clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Articles  1-4  will  be  by  ballot  vote  on  Tuesday,  March  11, 1997,  be- 
tween the  hours  of  8:00  A.M.  and  7:00  P.M.  at  the  polls  at  the  Loudon 
Town  Hall. 

Articles  5-19  will  be  taken  up  at  the  second  session  of  the  annual 
Town  Meeting  on  Saturday,  March  15, 1997  at  9:00  a.m.  at  the  Loudon 
Safety  Building  on  Cooper  Street.  On  site  parking  will  be  allowed  only 
on  the  westerly  side  of  the  building. 

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

ARTICLE  2.  ZONING  AMENDMENT  97-1  THRU  97-2 

ZONING  AMENDMENT  97-1 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  97-1  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  for  the  Town  of  Loudon  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 
Amend  Sections  204.2  J.,  and  205.2  G.  to  read: 

S204.2  and  S205.2  by  including  as  permitted  uses  in  the  Residential 
and  AFP  Districts,  greenhouses  and  horticultural  enterprises;  delete  from 
Sections  204.3  and  205.3  as  uses  permitted  by  special  exception  green- 
houses and  horticultural  enterprises;  and,  renumber  the  ordinance  accord- 
ingly. 

EXPLANATION:   Currently,   all  residents   of  Loudon   are 
required  to  obtain  a  special  exception  to  construct  a  greenhouse 


in  Residential  and  AFP  zones.  This  change  will  allow  green- 
houses and  horticultural  enterprises  as  permitted  uses  which  will 
no  longer  require  a  special  exception.  Commercial  greenhouses 
and  horticultural  enterprises  will  be  subject  to  site  plan  review. 

ZONING  AMENDMENT  97-2 
Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  97-2  proposed  and  rec- 
ommended by  the  Planning  and  Zoning  Boards  for  the  Loudon  Zoning  Or- 
dinance as  follows:  Amend  Article  8  (Administration  and  Enforcement) 
Section  801.1  Building  Permits  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  801.1  Except  as  provided  in  this  section,  no  permanent  building 
or  structure  shall  be  erected,  enlarged,  altered,  or  moved  without  a  building 
permit  showing  that  all  requirements  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  shall  be  com- 
plied with.  A  building  permit  shall  not  be  required  for  the  erection,  enlarge- 
ment, or  alteration  of  an  accessory  structure  or  building  in  conformity  with 
the  standards  of  this  Ordinance,  where  the  structure  or  building  is  less  than 
ten  (10),  feet  in  height  and  occupies  less  than  one  hundred  (100)  square  feet 
of  ground  area. 

EXPLANATION:  Under  the  current  ordinance,  all  land  uses  are 
subject  to  compliance  with  the  Zoning  Ordinance  but  building 
permits  are  not  currently  required  for  many  types  of  construc- 
tion. The  documentation  is  important  to  property  owners,  lend- 
ers, builders  and  town  officials  to  establish  compliance  with  our 
Ordinances.  Violations  will  be  reduced  saving  both  the  property 
owner  and  the  Town  needless  costs  in  the  future. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  the  optional 
veteran's  tax  credit  of  $100  contained  in  RSA  72:28,  V,  previously  adopted, 
to  include  section  VI  (i)  "Any  other  war  or  armed  conflict  that  has  occurred 
since  May  8,  1975,  and  in  which  the  resident  earned  an  armed  forces  expe- 
ditionary medal  or  theater  of  operations  service  medal."  (By  Ballot)  The 
Selectmen  recommend  this  article. 

ARTICLE  4.  Shall  the  Town  modify  the  elderly  exemptions  from  prop- 
erty tax  in  the  town  of  Loudon,  based  on  assessed  value,  for  qualified  tax 
payers,  to  be  as  follows:  for  a  person  65  years  of  age  up  to  75  years,  $5,000; 
for  a  person  75  years  of  age  up  to  80  years  $10,000;  for  a  person  80  years  of 
age  or  older,  $20,000.  To  qualify  the  person  must  have  been  a  New  Hamp-

shire  resident  for  at  least  5  years,  own  the  real  estate  individually  or  jointly, 
or  if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by  such  person's  spouse,  they  must  have  been 
married  for  at  least  5  years.  In  addition,  the  taxpayer  must  have  a  net  in- 
come of  not  more  than  $13,500  or,  if  married,  a  combined  net  income  of 
less  that  $20,500;  and  own  net  assets  not  in  excess  of  $35,000  excluding  the 
value  of  the  person's  residence.  (By  Ballot)  Majority  vote  required.  The 
Selectmen  recommend  this  article. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $15,000  for  the  purpose  of  roadway  improvements  on  North 
Village  Road  with  such  sums  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  Roadway  Improve- 
ments Capital  Reserve  Fund.  The  Selectmen  recommend  this  article. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $7,500  for  an  Extrication  Tool  with  Cutters  (Jaws)  for  the  Loudon 
Fire  Department  Rescue  Squad.  The  Selectmen  recommend  this  article. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $3,500  for  an  Automatic  External  Defibrillation  unit  for  the  Loudon 
Fire  Department  Rescue  Squad.  The  Selectmen  recommend  this  article. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $7,000  for  the  repair  of  erosion  and  drainage  at  Clough  Pond  Beach. 
The  Selectmen  recommend  this  article. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $20,000  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  surplus  equipment  for  the 
Highway  Department  with  funds  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  Highway 
Department  Capital  Reserve  Fund  and  appoint  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as 
agents  to  carry  said  purpose  into  effect.  The  Selectmen  recommend  this 
article. 

ARTICLE- 10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $17,500  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  salt  shed.  The  Selectmen 
recommend  this  article. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  would  support  legislation  to  allow 
Video  Gambling  in  New  Hampshire.  (This  is  a  Non-Binding  Referendum) 


ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $3,922  for  membership  fee  and  to  join  the  Central  New  Hampshire 
Regional  Planning  Commission.  The  Selectmen  do  not  recommend  this 
article. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of 
RSA  202-A:4-d  authorizing  the  library  trustees  to  accept  gifts  of  personal 
property,  other  than  money,  which  may  be  offered  to  the  library  for  any  pub- 
lic purpose,  and  such  authorization  shall  remain  in  effect  until  rescinded  by 
a  vote  of  town  meeting.  No  acceptance  of  personal  property  by  the  library 
trustees  shall  be  deemed  to  bind  the  town  or  the  library  trustees  to  raise, 
appropriate  or  expend  any  public  funds  for  the  operation,  maintenance, 
repair  or  replacement  of  such  personal  property.  Prior  to  acceptance  of  any 
gift  valued  at  over  $5,000,  the  library  trustees  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  on 
the  proposed  acceptance.  The  Selectmen  recommend  this  article. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $24,973  to  purchase  and  equip  a  new  police  cruiser  with  the  funds  to 
be  withdrawn  from  the  Police  Capital  Reserve  Fund.  The  Selectmen  recom- 
mend this  article. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $24,371  ( 1997-$  14,408/1 998-$9,963)  to  fund  the  additional  position 
of  a  full-time  police  officer.  The  Selectmen  do  not  recommend  this  article. 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $5,000  for  the  Loudon  Old  Home  Day  Committee  to  begin  planning 
a  commemorative  celebration  of  the  225th  anniversary  of  the  incorporation 
of  the  Town  in  1998.  The  Selectmen  recommend  this  article. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $50,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  feasibility  of  acquiring 
that  portion  of  the  plant  and  property  of  Public  Service  Company  of  New 
Hampshire  which  may  be  suitable  for  establishing  a  municipal  electric  util- 
ity in  accordance  with  RSA  Chapter  38  and  to  instruct  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  report  to  the  Town  its  recommendations  at  the  next  Town  Meeting. 
The  Selectmen  recommend  this  article. 
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ARTICLE  18.  To  raise  such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the 
same. 

ARTICLE  19.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT  1996 

Loudon  continues  to  grow  at  a  controlled  pace  thanks  to  reasonable 
planning  and  zoning  regulations. 

Our  Planning  and  Zoning  Boards  are  very  well  rounded  with  dedicated 
personnel  who  work  diligently  on  the  Town's  behalf. 

The  actual  enforcement  of  these  regulations  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Selectmen  which  at  times  makes  us  controversial  to  say  the  least. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  Water  Resources  has  denied  the  town's 
request  to  expand  the  beach  from  100  feet  to  133  feet  as  was  planned  by 
Town  Meeting  in  1988  when  we  purchased  the  adjacent  lot  to  the  beach. 
The  Clough  Pond  Association  opposed  our  efforts  to  make  a  larger,  better 
beach  for  taxpayer's  recreation.  Money  is  requested  in  a  warrant  article  to 
improve  the  beach  and  hopefully  to  gain  the  State's  approval  to  expand  the 
beach. 

The  Route  106  Expansion  Committee  has  worked  closely  with  the  State 
Department  of  Transportation  in  planning  the  Route  106  widening  from 
Clough  Pond  Road  to  New  Hampshire  International  Speedway.  The  State  is 
now  out  to  bid  to  widen  106  by  eight  feet.  We  were  successful  in  obtaining 
a  four  way  intersection  at  the  Beanstalk/Penney  Press  area.  This  intersection 
will  be  signalized  with  built-in  equipment  to  enable  the  Fire  and  Rescue 
vehicles  to  control  the  lights  in  an  emergency.  The  fourth  leg  of  the  intersec- 
tion will  be  an  entrance  into  hundreds  of  acres  for  commercial  and  indus- 
trial real  estate  development  which  will  add  greatly  to  our  tax  base.  This  is 
the  type  of  growth  the  town  needs  to  stabilize  our  taxes. 

Raceway  Ambulance  has  decided  it  needs  a  substantial  increase  from 
$34,000  to  $52,000  if  the  town  wants  to  continue  with  their  service.  Fire 
Chief,  Dick  Wright  has  been  meeting  with  area  chiefs  from  Bow,  Concord, 
Chichester,  Epsom,  Barnstead,  Pittsfield,  Canterbury  and  Northwood  to  re- 
place ambulance  service  to  the  area  at  less  cost.  We  hope  to  have  a  perma- 
nent solution  to  this  problem  by  Town  Meeting. 

Civic  Pride  continues  to  run  high  in  Loudon  with  the  addition  of  more 
"Color  Spots."  We  thank  all  those  who  participate  and  welcome  more  to 
join  the  plan. 

The  Bahre  family,  Bob,  Sandy  and  Gary  again  donated  $40,000  which 
enabled  us  to  grant  money  to  thirty-five  (35)  college  bound  students.  In  ad- 
dition, the  Bahre  family  has  offered  to  build  one  or  perhaps  two  ballfields 
which  are  planned  to  be  built  on  Staniels  Road  on  the  former  "Punkies" 
garage  site  which  the  town  took  for  taxes  this  past  year.  There  are  5.2  acres 
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which  will  have  dug  outs,  back  stops  and  score  boards  at  little  or  no  cost  to 
the  Town. 

We  believe  Loudon  is  in  the  forefront  in  the  State  on  Sludge  Control  as 
the  Selectmen  adopted  an  Ordinance  under  Health  issues  to  start  and  then 
transferred  the  responsibility  to  the  Planning  Board  to  administer  under  the 
site  plan  review  process  (You  see  we  sort  of  got  back  at  the  Planning  Board 
for  the  Zoning  Ordinance.) 

The  renovations  of  the  Community  Center  are  well  under  way  and  the 
Historical  Society  is  now  occupying  a  portion  of  the  building.  We  expect  the 
main  meeting  room  to  be  complete  in  May  or  June  giving  the  Town  a  1000 
sq.  ft.  meeting  room.  The  total  cost  of  the  (barn)  renovations  is  estimated  to 
be  under  $70,000  which  has  not  added  to  the  Town's  debt  as  it  is  paid  for 
out  of  our  operating  budget.  This  gives  the  town  2400  sq.  ft.  of  space  for 
about  $29.00  per  square  foot.  A  future  phase  may  be  to  put  recreational 
facilities  in  a  completed  basement. 

The  budget  we  are  presenting  is  for  the  period  January  1,  1997  through 
June  30, 1998.  In  order  to  ease  the  impact  on  the  tax  rate  we  budgeted  addi- 
tional "over  lay"  on  advice  from  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administra- 
tion. This  has  resulted  in  an  audited  surplus  of  $333,251.12  which  can  be 
used  to  cushion  the  tax  rate  increase. 

Loudon's  financial  condition  is  extremely  good.  There  are  only  two 
more  $50,000  payments  of  the  Transfer  Station  and  five  $50,000  payments 
on  the  library  notes  which  means  there  will  be  no  debt  in  five  years.  This 
situation  has  come  about  because  we  have  started  Capital  Reserves  over  the 
past  15  years  which  pay  for  Capital  items  without  borrowing.  Loudon  can 
boast  a  state-of-the-art  Transfer  Station,  very  nice  facilities  housing  the  Fire 
and  Police  departments  and  a  beautiful  new  Library.  By  carefully  schedul- 
ing twice  a  year  tax  billings  we  have  avoided  borrowing  any  money  to  oper- 
ate as  many  towns  must  do. 

For  the  past  eight  months  we  have  had  an  unsettled  atmosphere  with 
eight  (8)  charges  against  our  Police  Department.  Our  attorney  reviewed  the 
cases  and  ruled  that  all  the  complaints  were  "bogus"  to  quote  Attorney 
Robert  Upton.  This  did  not  satisfy  the  complainants  so  the  Selectmen  asked 
the  County  Attorney  and  he  in  turn  consulted  the  Attorney  Generals  office 
of  Public  Integrity  to  investigate  the  complaints.  Six  of  the  complainants 
came  forward  and  had  their  complaints  investigated  thoroughly.  Two  de- 
clined the  offer  to  be  interviewed.  The  result  was  that  there  was  no  basis  for 
any  criminal  charges.  Because  of  these  charges  and  atmosphere  surrounding 
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the  Police  Department,  eleven  full-time  and  part-time  officers  joined  the 
American  Federation  of  State  County  and  Municipal  Employees  Union 
(AFSCME)  which  commenced  negotiations  with  the  Selectmen  for  a  con- 
tract to  protect  the  employees.  At  this  point,  negotiations  have  not  brought 
about  a  contract  and  the  parties  will  move  on  to  the  mediation  phase  and 
possibly  the  fact  finding  phase.  This  process  is  very  time  consuming  for  the 
Selectmen  and  ultimately  will  be  costly  to  the  town  in  legal  fees. 

The  State  ordered  the  Selectmen  to  revalue  the  entire  town.  We  have  bid 
the  work  and  are  working  on  a  contract  which  will  have  the  work  done  by 
August  1,  1997. 

The  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  all  the  Departments  and  Committees  for 
doing  an  outstanding  job  and  for  their  cooperation  with  our  office. 

Finally  the  Selectmen  thank  the  voters  for  their  continued  support.

The  salt  shed  is  very  important  but  to  relieve  the  impact  to  taxes  we  will 
try  to  appropriate  this  in  two  (2)  years.

The  Penacook  Incinerator  Tipping  fee  was  $39.00  a  Ton  in  1996.  The 
fee  for  1997  will  also  be  $39.00.  This  is  down  from  $40.00  in  1995.

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TRANSFER  STATION  REPORT 

OVERALL,  things  went  smoothly  this  past  year.  Although  I  would  like 
to  clear  up  a  couple  of  misconceptions. 

It's  very  clear  that  without  your  continued  support  and  diligent  recycling 
efforts  we  absolutely  would  not  be  one  of  the  best  Transfer  and  Recycling 
facilities  in  the  State.  And,  it  is  an  absolute  fact  that  all  materials  brought  to 
the  dump  for  recycling  have  always  been  used  for  that  purpose. 

In  order  to  receive  the  best  prices  we  have  to  hold  Items  for  extended 
periods.  For  instance,  in  1996  Aluminum  Cans  steadily  dropped.  Thanks  to 
the  storage  trailers,  we  were  able  to  hold  on.  January  14  of  this  year  we  de- 
livered a  trailer  of  nineteen  (19)  bales  for  a  grand  total  of  5740  lbs.  or 
$2,525.60  dollars. 

It  has  been  mentioned  that  we  make  money  off  our  white  goods.  Wrong! 
We  recover  CFCs  or  better  known  as  Freon.  It  is  a  Federal  law.  It  is  much 
cheaper  doing  this  ourselves  but  still  a  breakeven  proposition. 

There  is  talk  of  covering  the  old  dump  in  1997.  This  will  not  affect  the 
current  operation.  The  steel  pile  will  have  to  be  moved  but  plans  are  already 
in  the  works  to  move  it  on  the  right-hand  side  of  the  Transfer  Station. 

Again,  Thanks  for  your  support  in  Recycling  and  Cooperation  at  our 
facility.

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1996  LOUDON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  Loudon  Police  Department  had  a  total  of  2,748  calls  for  service  this 
past  year  compared  to  2,205  during  1995. 

This  year  we  are  asking  for  a  fifth  full-time  patrolman,  not  only  due  to 
the  increase  in  calls  for  service,  but  for  the  ongoing  problem  of  overtime 
and  compensatory  time.  It  is  common  knowledge  that  it  takes  five  full-time 
people  to  have  twenty-four  hour  coverage.  Vacation  time,  holidays,  sick 
days,  overtime  and  compensatory  time  all  have  to  be  taken  into  consider- 
ation. Our  personnel,  as  cases  continue  to  rise,  are  spending  an  increasing 
amount  of  time  in  Administrative  License  Suspension  Hearings,  juvenile 
hearings,  and  court  trials.  We  still  continue  to  utilize  two  of  our  personnel 
for  a  period  of  approximately  eighteen  weeks  for  our  D.A.R.E.  program  in 
our  elementary  school. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  their 
continued  support.  This  past  year  we  have  experienced  some  bad  publicity 
from  a  minority  that  was  eventually  learned  to  have  had  no  merit.  During 
the  past  twenty-seven  years  within  the  Loudon  Police  Department,  our  in- 
tegrity has  always  been  100%  and  will  continue  to  remain  that  way.  Please 
feel  free,  at  any  time  to  make  contact  with  my  office  so  that  we  may  address 
any  complaint  or  concern  that  you  may  have. 

Also,  I  would  like  to  thank  Ed  Sleeper  for  the  continued  use  of  our 
police  motorcycle  and  Lynn  Gagnon  for  her  help  in  housing  stray  dogs  until 
either  their  owner  can  be  notified  or  they  can  be  transported  to  the  Humane 
Society. 

We  are  here  twenty-four  hours  a  day  to  respond  to  your  needs.  Our 
Police  Department  works  for  the  citizens  of  Loudon.  The  citizens  deserve 
nothing  less  than  a  quality  and  professional  service.  Our  goal  is  to  provide 
that  service.  Your  continued  help  and  support  are  greatly  appreciated.

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LOUDON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  1996 

Requests  for  emergency  responses  by  the  Fire  Deparmtent  in  1996 
totaled  293,  an  increase  of  25,  or  9%,  over  1995.  There  were  144  fire  calls, 
1 1 9  medical  emergencies,  and  30  calls  that  required  the  response  of  both 
fire  and  rescue  services.  A  summary  of  calls  by  type  is  shown  at  the  end  of 
this  report. 

The  replacement  apparatus  approved  at  the  1996  Town  Meeting  was 
built  by  Valley  Fire  Equipment  in  Bradford,  New  Hampshire  and  delivered 
in  September.  This  unit,  identified  as  61M3,  is  a  combination  pumper/ 
tanker  and  was  specifically  designed  as  a  rural  attack  unit  with  a  1500  gpm 
pump  and  a  1400  gallon  water  tank.  Careful  planning  in  design  allowed  us 
to  fit  the  unit  into  the  present  Ridge  Fire  Station  with  a  few  scant  inches  to 
spare.  There  is  currently  a  committee  of  Loudon  Ridge  residents,  and  fire 
personnel,  studying  the  future  needs  of  housing  apparatus  that  serves  the 
Ridge  area. 

Unit  61Ml,al981  FMC  pumper  was  taken  out  of  service  for  about  a 
month  this  year  while  body  repair  work  and  repainting  were  done.  These 
repairs  were  done  to  keep  this  apparatus  serviceable  until  its  scheduled  re- 
placement date  in  another  five  years. 

Once  again,  we  urge  all  residents  to  prominently  display  their  correct 
assigned  street  numbers  so  that  our  emergency  services  can  locate  you 
when  you  need  us.  Invalid  RFD  box  numbers,  and  lot  numbers  should  be 
removed  to  avoid  confusion  in  finding  you. 

We  are  requesting  your  support  of  warrant  articles  to  fund  replacement 
of  vehicle  extrication  equipment  (Jaws  of  Life),  and  a  medical  defibrillator. 
Both  of  these  units  are  vital  first  response  equipment,  have  seen  heavy  use 
for  many  years,  and  need  to  be  replaced  with  equipment  of  greater  reliabil- 
ity and  improved  technology. 

Our  volunteer  members  continue  to  devote  countless  hours  to  fire  and 
medical  training,  meetings,  and  emergency  responses.  As  noted  in  my  1995 
report,  the  daytime  staffing  problem  has  become  acute  and  is  addressed  in 
the  following  paragraph. 

At  1996  year  end,  we  were  notified  by  our  emergency  ambulance  pro- 
vider, Raceway  Ambulance,  Inc.,  that  they  do  not  wish  to  provide  service 
beyond  the  current  contract  expiration  date  of  March  31, 1997.  The  relation- 
ship between  the  Town  and  Raceway  has  been  good,  and  their  decision  was 
based  solely  on  economics.  We  have  been  fortunate  to  have  had  a  private 
ambulance  service  housed  in  our  community  for  so  many  years.  The  loss  of 
locally  housed  ambulance  service,  and  the  lack  of  first  response  volunteer 
fire  and  medical  personnel  during  daytime  hours,  requires  us  to  provide  a 
modified  staffing  plan  for  all  emergency  fire/EMS  services.  The^Town  of 
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Loudon  can  no  longer  rely  on  the  system  of  complete  volunteerism  to  meet 
its  fire  and  EMS  needs.  Volunteer  availability  is  a  nationwide  problem.  We 
are  currently  studying  cost  sharing  options  with  other  communities  to  ad- 
dress our  staffing  needs. 

I  again  wish  to  thank  all  of  our  volunteer  members  for  their  contribu- 
tions to  their  community,  and  for  the  support  of  the  residents  and  the  other 
Town  departments.

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  REPORT  1996 

Public  awareness  of  forest  fire  dangers  coupled  with  an  adequate  fire 
permit  system,  favorable  weather  conditions,  and  early  detection  of  fires  by 
fire  towers  and  aircraft  resulted  in  low  forest  fire  activity  this  year.  Although 
some  fire  activity  resulted  from  uncontrolled  burning,  there  was  no  dollar 
loss  to  acreage. 

Brush  burning  should  be  done  in  the  winter  when  the  ground  is  snow 
covered  whenever  possible.  We  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  all  residents  hr 
obtaining  burning  permits  at  other  times. 

Written  permits  are  always  required  for  outside  burning  unless  the 
ground  is  completely  snow  covered.  Non-commercial  permits  may  only  be 
issued  for  burning  between  the  hours  of  5  RM.  and  9  A.M.  unless  raining, 
and  the  issuance  of  any  burning  permit  is  at  the  discretion  of  the  Forest  Fire 
Warden.  The  only  exceptions  to  permit  requirements  are  for  cooking  fires 
using  charcoal  or  LP  gas.  If  you  wish  to  obtain  a  burning  permit,  contact 
Warden  Dick  Wright  at  783-4172,  or  Deputy  Wardens  Gary  Burr  at  783- 
9490,  Jeff  Burr  at  783-4679,  or  Bob  Wilcox  at  783-4508.

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LOUDON  RESCUE  SQUAD  REPORT  1996 

The  Loudon  Rescue  Squad  has  had  another  busy  year  with  149  runs. 
These  range  from  cardiac  problems  to  standing  by  at  a  fire.  You  might  think 
that  standing  by  at  a  fire,  be  it  a  fully  involved  building  fire  to  a  chimney 
fire,  is  a  function  of  the  rescue  squad.  We  go  in  the  chance  that  one  of  our 
own  should  injure  themselves. 

The  members  of  the  squad,  all  thirteen  of  us,  have  shown  their  dedica- 
tion to  the  Town  over  and  over  again.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  number  of 
hours  of  inhouse  training,  meetings,  equipment  maintenance,  runs  (emer- 
gency responses)  and,  although  we  try  to  provide  all  the  training  necessary, 
the  members  realize  that  outside  training  is  also  needed.  This  is  so  they  can 
get  needed  ideas  and  perspective. 

We  have  purchased  a  rescue  tool  this  year  called  "Excalibur."  This  is  an 
air-powered  cutting  tool.  It  is  used  to  gain  rapid  access  and  extrication  of  a 
victim.  We  will  be  looking  to  replace  our  existing  "Jaws  of  Life"  and  AED 
(Automated  External  Defibrillator),  by  articles  in  the  warrant  this  year,  as 
ours  are  outdated  and  in  the  case  of  the  AED,  unable  to  be  repaired. 

As  stated  last  year,  we  are  still  having  trouble  with  personnel  making 
our  daytime  run.  This  problem  shows  no  signs  of  lessening  —  only  getting 
worse.  We  could  definitely  use  some  help  in  the  personnel  department.  We 
will  provide  the  training,  all  we  ask  you  to  provide  is  dedication. 

Finally,  on  behalf  of  the  Rescue  Squad,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  resi- 
dents of  Loudon  for  their  continuous  support.  If  anyone  has  questions  or 
would  like  more  information  on  joining  us,  please  call  me  at  783-9446.

The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  processed  eleven  (11)  applications 
during  this  year.  This  was  a  substantial  reduction  from  previous  years  and 
fifteen  (15)  less  than  1995.  The  applications  consisted  of  one  (1)  variance 
for  our  first  PCN  communications  tower  and  ten  (10)  special  exceptions, 
most  of  which  were  for  reduced  setbacks. 

The  Planning  and  Zoning  Boards  are  proposing  two  minor  changes  in 
our  Zoning  Ordinance  for  1997.  One  would  allow  small  residential  green- 
houses as  a  permitted  use  and  the  other  would  require  permits  for  building 
in  excess  of  100  square  feet  to  insure  that  they  meet  zoning  setback  require- 
ments. 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  meets  every  fourth  Thursday  of  the 
month  at  7:30  p.m.  at  the  Loudon  Safety  Building.  Once  the  Loudon  Com- 
munity Building  is  completed,  we  will  move  there  hopefully  by  mid-year. 
Our  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  anyone  is  invited  to  attend.  You  can 
contact  our  secretary  at  the  Village  Town  Office  or  call  798-4540  if  you 
would  like  information.  Our  office  is  open  during  the  posted  hours.  You 
may  purchase  a  copy  of  our  ordinance  and  obtain  necessary  applications. 
Our  office  welcomes  any  comments  or  suggestions. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  board  members  for  their  dedicated  service  to 
the  Town  of  Loudon.  Two  of  our  members  are  involved  in  regional  planning 
committees  and  provide  considerable  experience  to  the  board.  A  special 
thanks  to  Bruce  Mayberry  who  will  be  leaving  the  board  this  year  due  to 
personal  reasons.  Bruce  has  been  involved  in  our  Planning  and  Zoning 
Ordinances  since  inception.  Bruce  has  served  the  Zoning  Board  as  Vice 
Chairman  for  the  past  four  years.  All  Board  members  provide  a  valuable 
voluntary  service  in  preserving  the  intent  of  our  ordinance.

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MAXFIELD  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES' 

REPORT  1996 

The  year  1 996  was  the  most  exciting  time  for  the  Maxfield  Public  Li- 
brary since  1 909  when  it  was  built.  January  1  st  found  us  deep  in  the  con- 
struction phase  of  an  addition  to  the  750  square  foot  original  structure.  This 
increased  the  size  by  five  times,  added  a  meeting  room  with  kitchenette,  and 
allowed  space  for  eventual  expansion  to  the  downstairs  once  an  elevator  is 
installed. 

This  has  been  a  year  full  of  challenges.  The  weather  gave  us  great  ex- 
tremes in  large  amounts  of  snow,  quick  thaws,  and  heavy  rains  making  con- 
struction difficult.  Kelly  Construction,  our  general  contractor,  ably  headed 
by  Project  Superintendent  Tom  Brisson,  valiantly  continued  to  work  under 
adverse  conditions. 

A  Selectman  and  Planning  Board  member  took  the  Town  to  court,  at 
great  cost  and  time,  temporarily  stopping  construction  over  the  library  roof. 
They  wanted  to  keep  the  original  slate  roof  and  put  shingles  on  the  new 
addition.  The  architect  and  building  committee  preferred  to  have  a  roof  that 
was  the  same  throughout  as  had  been  approved  at  Town  Meeting.  Since  the 
slate  was  about  to  need  replacement,  a  metal  roof,  which  will  be  long- 
lasting,  was  used.  The  court  decided  in  favor  of  the  library  and  construction 
continued. 

By  June,  we  were  ready  to  move  into  the  new  addition  with  the  help  of 
the  Boy  and  Girl  Scouts.  A  huge  job  of  moving  10,000  books  and  keeping 
them  in  order  was  accomplished  with  enthusiasm.  Our  Grand  Opening 
came  June  23rd  with  a  turnout  of  officials  and  townspeople  as  well  as  many 
visitors  from  around  the  state  who  had  followed  our  well-publicized 
progress. 

Opening  Day  was  beautiful  and  sunny,  filled  with  joy  and  much  grati- 
tude to  see  the  finished  product  of  many  years  work.  Speeches  were  made 
and  awards  given  to  those  who  had  worked  so  hard.  Over  three  hundred 
people  signed  the  guest  book,  took  tours,  ate  cake,  drank  punch,  enjoyed  the 
High  School  students'  artwork,  and  generally  marveled  that  Loudon  could 
have  such  a  beautiful  structure  to  be  proud  of. 

The  overall  color  scheme  is  dark  green  with  peach  accents.  The  walls 
are  a  very  light  peach,  the  carpet  variegated  shades  of  color  with  a  dark 
green  border.  The  green-cushioned,  oak  study  chairs  are  comfortable  while 
the  reading/magazine  nook  has  two  easy  chairs  for  settling  in  with  a  good 
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book.  The  children's  area  has  animal  chairs  and  a  big,  wide  window  seat. 
The  whole  library  is  light,  bright,  and  most  enjoyable. 

In  September,  we  held  our  dedication  of  the  cornerstone  and  time  cap- 
sule donated  by  Wilfred  and  Constance  Ives.  In  fifty  years,  those  who  open 
the  capsule  will  find  letters  written  to  them  by  the  school  children  and  pho- 
tos of  both  the  addition's  construction  and  of  well-known  town  landmarks. 

The  library  is  now  functioning  fully.  We  have  been  upgrading  the  collec- 
tion over  the  last  six  months  now  that  there  is  room.  This  will  continue  for 
the  next  several  years  until  we  meet  library  standards.  We  now  have  a  col- 
lection of  over  100  music  CDs  for  borrowing  or  to  listen  to  in  the  library  on 
our  new  player.  The  reference  materials  have  been  significantly  expanded. 

The  meeting  room  is  well-used  by  the  community.  There  is  a  projector 
for  showing  videos  and  we  have  many  programs  for  all  ages.  Story  hour  is 
popular  and  now  there  is  room  for  everyone. 

The  Trustees  would  like  to  thank  all  who  made  this  wonderful  library 
possible — every  taxpayer,  everyone  who  made  donations,  and  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Friends  of  the  Library — we  were  all  partners  in  this  success.

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LOUDON  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY  1996 

The  highlight  of  the  Society's  activities  in  1996  was  the  move  into  our 
permanent  museum  located  in  the  Loudon  Community  Building  (old  barn) 
at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Office  Building.  This  was  done  in  July  with  the  as- 
sistance of  the  highway  employees  who  worked  with  us  for  several  days  to 
transfer  the  artifacts  from  the  box  trailer  in  which  they  had  been  stored  for  a 
year  to  their  permanent  displays  in  the  museum.  There  appears  to  have  been 
no  deterioration  during  storage,  and  the  Society  thanks  the  members  of  the 
Highway  Department  for  their  help  and  careful  handling  of  the  showcases 
and  delicate  pieces. 

The  museum  was  open  for  Loudon  Old  Home  Days  on  August  10th  and 
more  than  350  persons  toured  the  new  location.  Many  favorable  comments 
were  heard  regarding  the  museum  and  renovation  work  under  way  in  the 
rest  of  the  building  which  will  result  in  a  1000  sq.  ft.  meeting  room  and 
bathroom  facilities. 

The  October  meeting  was  held  at  the  American  Legion  Post  and  fea- 
tured a  presentation  by  Dr.  Frank  Mevers,  State  of  N.H.  Archivist  whose 
topic  was  "Early  Documentation  and  Settlement  of  Loudon."  The  meeting 
was  attended  by  more  than  40  persons. 

Also  in  October,  Loudon  Cub  Scouts  from  Dens  2  and  3  were  given  a 
tour  of  the  museum  as  well  as  the  rest  of  the  building.  This  was  well  at- 
tended and  a  good  time  was  had  by  all. 

The  November  meeting  was  held  at  the  Maxfield  Public  Library,  also 
attended  by  more  than  40  persons  who  enjoyed  a  talk  and  display  of  arti- 
facts by  Ken  Cable  of  Nashua,  N.H.,  an  early  American  historian  with  a 
special  interest  in  the  19th-century  religious  revivals  known  as  camp  meet- 
ings. Ken  has  been  exploring  a  camp  meeting  site  in  Loudon  and  shared  his 
findings  with  us. 

A  very  recent  and  exciting  development  for  the  Society  is  the  decision  to 
start  work  on  a  Town  History  of  Loudon.  The  need  for  this  document  has 
long  been  recognized,  and  Galen  Beale  has  agreed  to  spearhead  the  effort. 
Now  only  in  the  planning  stage,  this  project  will  ultimately  involve  all 
Loudon  residents  who  have  interest  in  and/or  knowledge  of  events  from 
Loudon's  past. 

Town  histories  typically  are  several  years  in  the  making,  but  we  should 
all  start  now  to  collect  family  histories  and  genealogies,  artifacts,  photo- 
graphs, etc.  which  help  to  tell  our  town's  story. 
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A  regular  meeting  schedule  will  be  resumed  when  warmer  weather 
arrives.  Watch  for  publicity  and  plan  to  attend  our  events.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT  1996 

1996  was  a  fairly  quiet  year  for  the  Conservation  Commission,  with 
very  few  major  projects  at  the  New  Hampshire  International  Speedway  or 
other  major  sites.  We  continue  to  monitor  the  Speedway's  wetland  mitiga- 
tion program,  as  well  as  parking  lot  developments. 

We  have  been  involved  in  the  stabilization  of  the  town  beach,  the 
Loudon  Country  Club,  and  a  few  dredge  and  fill  applications  but  even  these 
have  been  very  minor  and  not  very  numerous. 

We  continue  minor  monitoring  of  land  involved  in  conservation  ease- 
ment under  the  Land  Conservation  Easement  program;  as  well  as  attending 
all  Planning  Board  meetings  to  insure  we  are  aware  of  possible  environmen- 
tal conflicts  in  projects  presented  to  the  board. 

Once  again  we  remind  everyone  that  working,  or  crossing  wetlands 
require  permits,  which  with  the  new  system  at  the  wetland  board,  can  be 
obtained  very  easily.

The  development  of  the  Web  page  came  about  as  a  result  of  the 
Committee's  project  to  apply  for  an  Economic  Development  Grant  from  the 
New  Hampshire  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic  Development. 
Part  of  the  requirements  to  qualify  for  funds  is  to  promote  the  Town  of 
Loudon  outside  the  State  of  NH  which  we  are  doing  with  the  Web  page.  We 
hope  to  have  a  completed  application  to  the  State  in  the  first  half  of  1997. 

The  Committee  is  working  on  a  mapping  and  land  use  strategy  for  com- 
mercial property.  Our  goal  is  to  identify  developable  properties  in  the  C/I 
district,  produce  maps,  create  a  land  inventory,  and  develop  a  strategy  for 
future  land  use.  We  have  obtained  copies  (on  3.5"  diskettes)  of  the  environ- 
mental assessment  analysis  and  related  mapping  produced  by  the  NHDOT 
during  the  design  of  Route  106  improvements.  We  will  coordinate  these 
activities  with  the  Planning  Board. 

Members  of  the  committee  attended  several  meetings  sponsored  by  var- 
ious Chambers  of  Commerce,  Regional  Development  Authorities  and  the 
State  Office  of  Economic  Planning.  We  are  exploring  the  possibility  of 
forming  a  regional  group  with  other  small  towns  which  would  enable 
Loudon  to  seek  State  and  Federal  grant  monies  without  competing  with 
larger  cities. 

The  Loudon  Economic  Development  Committee  has  laid  the  foundation 
for  these  projects  in  1996  and  looks  forward  to  a  busy  and  successful  1997.

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CODE  ENFORCEMENT/HEALTH  OFFICER'S 

REPORT  1996 

This  past  year  has  been  a  very  busy  year  between  code  enforcement, 
building  permits,  and  health  issues.  This  year  the  Planning  Board  has  pro- 
posed an  article  that  will  require  a  building  permit  for  any  structure  over 
100  sq.  ft.  The  main  reason  behind  this  proprosal  is  to  make  sure  that  every- 
one adheres  to  the  Zoning  Regulations  and  not  have  to  make  them  go 
through  the  procedures  of  a  special  exception,  variance,  or  more  so  to  have 
them  remove  the  structure  because  the  abutters  do  not  approve. 

The  latter  part  of  1996,  a  survey  was  sent  out  by  the  Selectmen's  Office 
to  inquire  if  dealing  with  the  Building  Inspector  and  Code  Enforcement 
Officer  was  satisfactory.  The  survey  was  done  due  to  a  minority  alleging 
intimidation.  Forty-six  out  of  forty-eight  surveys  returned  came  back  favor- 
able. These  people  were  more  than  pleased  with  the  overall  operation  and 
procedures. 

This  office  is  open  every  day  Monday  through  Friday  from  8:00  a.m.  to 
4:30  p.m.  Please  feel  free  to  call  if  you  have  any  questions  pertaining  to 
zoning  regulations,  building  regulations  or  health  issues.  We  will  be  more 
than  glad  to  assist  you  in  any  way  that  we  can.

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  Town  of  Loudon,  New 
Hampshire  for  the  years  ended  December  31,  1996,  we  considered  the 
Town's  internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  the  scope  of  our 
auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on  the  finan- 
cial statements.  Our  review  of  these  systems  was  not  intended  to  provide 
assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure  and  should  not  be  relied  on  for 
that  purpose. 

Under  the  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified 
Public  Accountants,  reportable  conditions  involve  matters  coming  to  our 
attention  relating  to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or  operation  of  the 
internal  control  structure  that,  in  our  judgment,  could  adversely  affect  the 
Town's  ability  to  record,  process,  summarize,  and  report  financial  data  con- 
sistent with  the  assertions  of  management  in  the  financial  statements.  A 
material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation 
of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to 
a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities,  in  amounts  that 
would  be  material  in  relation  to  the  financial  statements  being  audited,  may 
occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the  nor- 
mal course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions.  Our  consideration  of  the 
internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in  the 
internal  control  structure  that  might  constitute  reportable  conditions  and, 
accordingly,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  reportable  conditions  that  are 
also  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses  as  defined  above. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that,  during  the  course  of  our  review  of  internal 
controls,  no  material  weaknesses  in  the  Town's  accounting  systems  and 
records  were  identified.  Minor  weaknesses  or  other  considerations  coming 
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to  our  attention  were  generally  procedural  in  nature  and  dealt  with  admin- 
istrative or  record  keeping  practices.  In  these  instances,  we  made  specific 
recommendations  or  provided  instruction  to  those  individuals  involved  dur- 
ing the  course  of  our  audit  fieldwork. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  information  and  use  of  manage- 
ment and  others  within  the  administration.  This  restriction  is  not  intended  to 
limit  distribution  of  this  report,  which  is  a  matter  of  public  record.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general-purpose  financial  statements 
of  the  Town  of  Loudon,  New  Hampshire  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1996.  These  general-purpose  financial  statements  are  the 
responsibility  of  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion 
on  these  general-purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to 
obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  general-purpose  financial 
statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining, 
on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the 
general-purpose  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the 
accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management, 
as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  general-purpose  financial  statement  presen- 
tation. We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

The  general-purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not 
include  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  which  should  be  included  in 
order  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  As  is  the 
case  with  most  municipal  entities  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Town 
of  Loudon  has  not  maintained  historical  cost  records  of  its  fixed  assets.  The 
amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  is 
not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the 
omission  described  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  the  general-purpose  finan- 
cial statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the 
financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Loudon,  New  Hampshire,  as  of  December 
31,  1996,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  the  cash  flows  of  its 
nonexpendable  trust  funds  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 
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Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the 
general-purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  and 
individual  fund  financial  statements  and  schedules  listed  in  the  table  of  con- 
tents are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required 
part  of  the  general-purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Loudon, 
New  Hampshire.  Such  information  has  been  subjected  10  the  auditing  pro- 
cedures applied  in  the  audit  of  the  general-purpose  financial  statements  and, 
in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  presented  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the 
general-purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.
